OTTAWA — Uncertainty at to

The opposition parties recog¬ 
nize that communications be¬ 
tween London and Ottawa are 61 
a highly privileged and confiden¬ 
tial character. At the same time, 
they contend that while the gov¬ 
ernment cannot be required to 
table them In the manner of 
ordinary procedure, ample prece¬ 
dent exists for the government, 
to submit the correspondence to 
a committee of the House repre¬ 
senting ail parties and meeting 
In secret session.

K. O. Wright of the observatory 
staff reported the first wave came 
at 4.11 and the main wave at 
4 35.

5.10. 

The distance to the centre of 
the quake was estimated at 6,000 
miles.

BRUSSELS (AP) — The Ucd* 
observatory reported an earth¬ 
quake of extreme violence at 
12.03 a m. today (4.03 pjn.

ANKARA. Turkey (AP) — 
Hundred* were reported killed 
and whole villages destroyed In 
an earthquake which shook north- 
ern Anatolia early today.

Ankara between 2 am. and 5 a.m. 
today (between 4 p.m. and 7 p.m., 
PAT, Tuesday). 

Accurate Information of the 
damage caused was not im¬ 
mediately available because com¬ 
munications were disrupted. 

Officials by late afternoon said, 
however, reports Indicated a 
major catastrophe.

Heavy damage was reported at 
Ordu, Samsun, Tokat, Amasla, 
Slvas and Yozgad.

Born in Columbus, O., on May 
15, 1870, he was an office boy 
At, 12, gas company manager at 
30, chief engineer at 30, million¬ 
aire at 35 and multimillionaire 
at 40. 

He organized Cities Service 
in 1910. By 1929 it had assets of 
more than 81,000,000,000 covering 
power, light, gas and oil pro¬ 
perties In 33 states and several 
foreign countries. More than 
400,000 stockholders were listed 
on the company’s books. 

He served as engineer or mana¬ 
ger of public utility companies at 
Madison. Wls.. St. Paul, Minn.; 
San Antonio, Tex., Denver. Colo, 
and 25 other cities until 1905, 
when he organized the Henry L. 
Doherty and Company. He had 
since managed the firm which 
served as bankers and operators 
of public utility corporations.

Brig. Pearkes 
Takes Salute 

ALDERSHOT. Eng. (CP Cable) 
—Brigadier G. R. Pearkes, V.C, 
one of Canada’s heroes of the Oral 
Great War, took the salute yester¬ 
day at the march past of crack 
pipe bands of the British Army. 

Hundreds of Canadian troops 
were spectators ss the kilted 
pipers and drummers swung up 
and down the parade grounds at 
the Tournay barracks. The 
special Boxing Day program con¬ 
sisted of half an hour of Scottish 
marches. Strathspeys and reels. 
It was a busman’s holiday for a 
Canadian Scottish regiment which 
was among the watchers. 

Brigadier Pearkes took the 
salute as the senior brigadier of 
the first Canadian division in the 


absence of Major-General A. G. L. 
McNaughton, commander of the 
Canadian Active Service Force. 

The bandsmen formed up 
abreast at opposite ends of the 
parade ground from the reviewing 
stand. They sounded the “Re¬ 
treat" and then marched the 
length of the parade ground and 
back In massed band formation. 
It was a striking sight, with kilts 
swinging, pipes and drums sound¬ 
ing martial tunes through the 
nearby barracks and drummers' 
sticks flashing. 

Later the bands marched past 
separately, each pLylng Its own 
regimental march. One Canadian 
pipe-major admitted the program 
could not have been better done 
except In the Highlands. 

Brigadier Pearkes, who won the 
Victoria Cross at Passchendale 
in the Great War. was for a time 
D.O.C. of Military District No. 11, 
with headquarters at Work Point 
Barracks His mother and sister 
live at Sidney. 


Big Nine Field

LONDON (CP)—Great Bri¬ 
tain’! answer to the sowing of 
German mines off the British 
coast is a 500-mlle charted mine¬ 
field extending from the Orkney 
Islands to the Straits of Dover. 

Th Admiralty announced mines 
would be lald ln a atrip 30 to 40 
miles wide and about eight miles 
offshore to guard coastal ship¬ 
ping from mines "laid by the Ger¬ 
mans without notice in the North 
Sea outside territorial waters off 
the British coast" . 

The British mine belt thus 
would be a screen behind which 
ships could move in reLtive 
safety. A neutral naval attache 
said It also would protect Bri¬ 


tish warships In port from sub¬ 
marine attacks. 

Presumably the British mines 
will prevent the Lying of Or 
man mines by submarines or sur¬ 
face craft between the British 
belt and the coast 

Coastwise minefields have 
been maintained since mid-Sep¬ 
tember off the Thamea estuary, 
in the Straits of Dover, and in a 
30 by 85-mile belt off Flambor- 
ough head, near Hull, England. 

A British mine field also ex¬ 
tendi along the German coast 
from Denmark to the Nether¬ 
lands, covering entrances to the 
Orman sea and air bases of Syit, 
Heligoland Bight, Cuxhaven, 
Wllhtlmahaven and Bremer 
haven. 

The Admiralty said It believed 
Ormany had mined a rectang¬ 
ular area In the North Sea from 
75 miles off Jutland southward 
to the Netherlands. OverLpping 
of the rival minefields was con¬ 
sidered probable.

According to this ver¬ 
sion, the Soviet would not be con¬ 
tent alone to seize Bessarabia, 
which probably would not be de¬ 
fended, but would attempt to 
cross the borders of that province 
Into the heart of King Carol's 
nation. 

Friends of Stalin were said to 
be in command of troops heading 
toward a renewed offensive 
against the Finns on the central 
front north of Lake Ladoga and in 
the Arctic sector. If these reports 
prove accurate, they will further 
support rumors current In Mos¬ 
cow that the Communist leader of 
the Leningrad district. Andre 
Zhadanoff. has fallen into dis¬ 
grace. 

The name of Zhadanoff, bitterly 
anti-British and reputedly the 
prime mover in the campaign 
against Finland, has been notiee- 
ably absent from Soviet news¬ 
papers since the Red army bogged 
down.

Canadian Arsenal Speeds 


Enjoy BOTH 
Records and Radio 
at Your New Year’s 
A Eve Party

A* metal-working plants in 
Canada equip themselves for the 
production of shells to meet tbe 
nation's, wartime needs they fol¬ 
low a pattern prepared for them 
by the Dominion government. In 
its arsenal the government main¬ 
tains complete equipment for pro¬ 
duction of all sizes and types of 
sheila and for months past it has 
been running at capacity 
The raw material for sheila la 
steel. For the larger shells the 
steel comes In hollow round cast¬ 
ings, open at one end. The steel 
for smaller shells comes In solid 
pieces. 

Passing through a series of 
operations, these steel pieces are 
ground, bored, smoothed 4nd cut 
until they conform to specifica¬ 
tions. The allowance for error-on 
tha body of a shell Is only 104000 
of an Inch. On the copper band 
WhiCh^ives theprojectile ita apin 
the allowance la only 5-1000. 

COSTLY MACHINES 

A big machine which bores and 
turns a piece of metal at the 
same time costs $15,000. A-uni¬ 
versal grinder, also for Internal 
and external work, costs $7,000. 
Close t6 these machines s power 
driven hacksaw, unattended, 
slowly ploughs through a seven- 
inch steel bolt.
